charge on the county, it/ developed that 
the supervisor haO neglected to give 
the physician in attendance a written 
order, as the rules .)( the county board 
provide. 
Tho court held that this was a proper 


uile and failure to comply with it re- 
leased the county from responsibility.

plaintiff.

in the two cases decided and they will 
go to the higher courts for final adjudi- 
cation. In the township case, wherein 
the court held that the pest house waj, 
not a charge upon the county, by reason 
of the fact (hat the statute did not spe- 
ciHcally so provide, the attorneys think, 
there is a good chance for u reversal, 
They take the position that the pest 
house is a necessary incident of the 
uursiug and modierl 
attendance 
for 


which the statute frovides. In the city 
case, it seems auitJ likely that the fail- 
uie to comply with the rules of the 
board is fatal, though a brond interpre- 
tation of the law might admit the certifi- 
cate of the supervisor that he authorized 
the attendant ot "he physician, in lieu 
of the written order.
